Germany Has No Inten- 
tion Of Seeking Eupen, 
Malmedy Areas

PARIS, March 23—The news- 
paper Matin reported today that 
as a result of diplomatic negoti- 
ations Germany had given Belg-

Eupen ad Malmedy areas which 
she received from Germany after 
the war. 

It was asserted Germany declar- 
ed it had no intention of seeking to

Reasons for the Nazi desire to |

The 
Hungarian and Bulgarian moves in 
massing troops on the Rumanian 
border, however, present a rather 
mofe complicated picture, which 
may be analyzed thus: 

Both Hungary and Bulgaria are 
operating well within the circle of 
Germany's economic empire. Both 
Bulgaria and Hungary have territor- 
jal claims against Rumania, and 
these have been the cause of much 
bitterness,

Looking Things Over 


News that the Mounted Police and 
military authorities are making a survey 
of power plants, water-supply systems, 
and other important services, will be re- 
assuring to the public in Edmonton as.in 
all parts of Canada. This does not sug- 
gest apprehension that widespread sabot- 
age may occur if war should break out or 
the threat of war project riotous condi- 
tions. It is a measure of precaution that 
should be, and no doubt is being, taken 
in every country because of the tension 
created by events in Europe. 

People of non-British origin living in 
Canada are not thereby thrown under any 
measure of suspicion. But in all races 
there are individuals whose impulses may 
run away with their judgment and sense, 
and no one can say what an individual of 
that type might do or try to do. Knowl- 
edge that the authorities are taking the 
usual steps to protect the public will help 
cool the temper of any potential saba- 
teurs, as well as bring reassurance to any 
others who have been uneasy over the 
possibility of disturbances. 


A Question of Control 


It is symptomatic of the times, in more 
ways than one, that a private bill has 
been brought into the legislature which 
proposes the enactment of a Hairdressers’ 
act. The set-up proposed in the bill is 
that an organization to be known as the 
Hairdressers’ Association be given regu- 
latory powers over all persons in Alberta 
engaged in the 
women’s hair. In effect, what seems to 
be contemplated is a monopoly resembling 
those entrusted to certain of the learned 
professions. 

It may be that the hairdressing busi- 
ness needs regulating. It is conceivable 
that some measure of control might be 
required as to those who go into the busi- 
ness and over the way such establish- 
ments are carried on. But if so, the regu- 
lating had better be done by public 
authority rather than left to private 
parties. 

Without control of any sort, free com- 
petition itself operates as a regulator of 
both service and charges in any line of 
business. When it is found necessary to 
institute control-machinery, the public are 
entitled to assurance that their interests 
shall not be forgotten or ignored. That 
assurance is best given when the machin- 
ery is maintained and operated under the 
government. 


Working for Eire 


This week one hundred and one resi- 
dentseof Canada received word that they 
had drawn consolation prizes in the Irish 
Hospitals Sweepstake and will get £100 
each in return for investing $2.50 in a 
ticket. Four others won residual prizes 
of £842 each. Thirty-five drew starting 
horses, and each may get £30,000 if the 
horse he drew wins the race on Friday, 
£15,000 if it comes in second and 
£10,000 if it finishes third. Thirty-three 
more drew horses which have been with- 
drawn fram the race and will get £530. 

Canadians are generous people, but it 
is crediting them with excess virtue to 
imagine these lucky ones, and the tens of 
thousands of others who got no prizes, 
put up their hard-earned money just to 
help build hospitals in Ireland. They 
didn’t. They bought the tickets in hope 
of winning a prize; with the odds against 
the hope about 10,000 to 1. The winners 
get prize money and publicity. The others 
have what comfort they can get out of 
knowing a small fraction of the ticket- 
money will go to cure sick people on the 
other side of the ocean. 

In the settlement on balance-day Can- 
ada will be poorer by a sum many times 
that which comes back to the prize-win- 
ners. We shall have to produce and ship 
a corresponding amount of goods some- 
where to square the account. That is to 
say, the debt will have to be worked off 
by Canadians on farms and in factories 
Leaving aside the question of the right 
of the individual to gamble if he wants to, 
the economic result to the nation is fairly 
plain. Irish promoters of the Sweepstake 
get rich, Irish hospitals get some finan- 
cial help, and Canadians get the job of 
earning by the sweat of their brows the 
difference between the money shipped out 
of Canada and the amount that comes 
back.

Does Aggression Pay? 


When the broken fragments of the 
Czech state fell as booty into the far-flung 
net of Nazi aggression, Hitler got more 
rewards than when he erased Austria by 
a swift stroke. The Prague National 

“Bank has $135,000,000 in gold and for- 
eign exchange ready for the grey-clad in- 
truders; when the Reich took Austria 
last year the Austrian National Bank had 
only ninety millions. 

What else does Hitler obtain? The 
fourth largest munitions industry in the 
world, 300 coal mines and 11,000 factories, 
one thousand airplanes and military 
equipment for thirty military divisions. 
It is a rich haul. 

But there is another side to the picture 
that must not be ignored, even while the 
observer counts up the booty. Hitler has 
tried to tell the world that Germany is 
strong, that unemployment is gone, that 
industry is thriving. In almost the same 
breath he says Germany must export or 
die. He admits that the coercion of the 
citizen, on which the Nazi creed rests, has 
not been as fertile of prosperity as he had 
hoped. 

Military adventures, the sudden seiz- 
ure of adjacent areas, the forced conscrip- 
tion of new manpower and natural re- 
sources in the German economic program 
are the sole means Hitler now has to 
stave off the evil day of reckoning that 
must await him when the failure of dic- 
tatorship to give its people butter instead 
of guns is seen in its stark reality. 

It has been said that Hitler has gone 
on a career of aggression because of his 
love of conquest. That is only half the 
truth. He has also been impelled to con- 
quest by the failure of his domestic ec- 
onomic policies. The moment aggression 
ceases to pay, his entire strength in Ger- 
many will begin to wear away and a new 
chapter, more auspicious for the hopes of 
the world, will open in Germany. 

Editorial Notes

is none the less appropriate on that ac- 
count. 


It may not signify anything, but is 
worth note in passing, that Hitler had to 
send a special messenger to Mussolini be- 
fore he got any congratulations from 
Rome over his Czech steal. Benito has 
got less than Adolf out of the partner- 
ship business, and Il Duce is not the man 
to like playing second fiddle.

She admits that in recent years the wind- 
jammers have suffered “acts of God” which have 
diminished their number, but only one has been 
sold to the ship breakers recently. A certain 
Swedish shipowner still has more than a dozen 
square-rigged vessels which round the Cape of 
Good Hope to collect grain cargoes from the 
Australian Spencer Gulf and lie up during the 
European summer months in the Aaland islands. 

“So long as the wheat freight doesn’t fall be- 
low one pound a ton,” says Mrs. Eriksson, “most 
of the windjammers have at least another twenty 
years’ life ahead of thern.” 

And countless lovers of the sea will be glad 
to hear her say so. There is an appeal and a 
romance about the windships. That appeal and 
romance is strong in Nova Scotia, which has pro- 
duced so many seamen to man such vessels, The 
windships have a nobility of their own which no 
other vessels possess. Progress and development 
in ocean traffic are as inevitable as in anything 
else, but one hates to think of the sailing vessels 
disappearing from the seas.—Halifax Chronicle, 


The Challenge 


There is little occasion for excitement over 
the events in the country that once was called 
Czecho-Slovakia. The time for excitement came 
to an end last September, when Mr. Chamber- 
lain and M. Daladier decided that they were un- 
able to restrain the Nazi dictator's purpose to 
dismember the small nation. At that moment, 
Czecho-Slovakia's fate was sealed and the hege- 
mony of the Continent was finally placed in 
Hitler's hands The details of Hitler's exact pro- 
cess of dismemberment are of little practical 
consequence. The manner in which he exercises 
and flaunts his possession of Continental hege- 
mony is of little practical consequence. He is a 
brutal man. His way of doing things is always 
offensive. The essential fact occurred last Sep- 
tember when Britain and France made the ulti- 
mate surrender into his hands of power over the 
Continent. The events of the last few days ate 
mostly parts of that whole 

But if there is little occasion for excitement, 
there is abundant occasion for resolution. The 
world now knows, beyond all doubt, beyond all 
possible argument, the man with whom it is deal- 
ing. He is a conqueror of the most ruthless char- 
acter. His will is to mastery by any means. If 
his purposes may be served today by arguing for 
the rights of self-determination of Germans liv- 
ing in Czecho-Slovakia, he wiil make that argu- 
ment, completely indifferent to his own treat- 
ment of the Jewish minority within the borders 
of Germany. If next his purposes may be served 
by subjugating Slovaks, Bohemians and Mora- 
vians, partly through chicanery and partly 
through naked use of military power, he will use 
those methods of cynicism and brutality with 
the same fervor that marked his assumption of 
idealism when arguing the right to release his 
Germanic brethren in the Sudetenland. The 
arguments and the methods change from day to 
day. The purpose remains the same always. It 
is to seize power and to seize dominion. The 
ons of the world must measure the man 
hemselves to meet emergencies.—Balti- 
more Sun. 


Valueless Arguments 


The decision to complete the new C.N.R. ter- 
minal in Montreal is still held up to the country, 


sary duplication and waste. They say that there 
should be a union terminal and that the C.P.R. 
terminal at Windsor Street should be extended 
for that purpose. This was urged by Mr. W. M. 
Neal, western vice-president of the C.P.R. ina 
recent address in Vancouver, just as it was urged 
in Sir Edward Beatty's letter to Premier King on 
Jan. 5, rcently tabled in Parliament. 

The fact is that the C.N.R. and the Govern- 
ment are acting upon engineering advice of the 
highest character. That was obtained from Sir 
Frederick Palmer ten years ago, before the new 
Montreal terminal was begun. Unificationists 
almost invariably dodge that report of Sir 
Frederick. Sir Edward Beatty made a passing 
reference to it. 

Sir Edward says that conditions have changed 
and that a union station is more necessary now 
than it was then, because the financial position 
of the country is leas favorable and because rail- 
way passenger traffic has been reduced by high- 
way competition. Quite so, but that does not 
affect in the least degree the strong and definite 
opinion of Sir Frederick Palmer regarding the 
unsuitability of the C.P.R. terminal for use as a 
union terminal. He examined that proposal 
carefully and his considered opinion was that 
it would be a gross mistake, and that Montreal 
would be handicapped for all time in its railway 
terminal facilities. By far the better location 
for a union station was the new site of the Cana- 
dian National, he said. 

That eminent English engineer said that the 
C.P.R. terminal was unsuitable because it was a 
stub-end terminal. He said: 

“Tt is not ‘union’ in the sense of being a centre 
from which lines radiate, or can radiate, to north, 
south, east and west. That is impossible with- 
out detours of varying magnitude in al) direc- 
tions except the west—the principal direction 
admittedly. Then it is not nearly so well served 
by the main arterial roads of the city.... 

“Windsor Street, besides having other dis- 
abilities, is not in reality a union station. The 
Tunnel site (the C.N_R. site), on the other hand, 
possesses every attribute which a centra] station 
can have. ... 

“Many other proposals had previously been 
submitted ... which are mainly on the lines of 
providing a union station for both the C.P.R. 
and C.N.R. systems... . The C.N.R. plan, which 
has resulted from prolonged study of the ques- 
tion in all its aspects by the extremely competent 
officials of that railway, is incomparably the 
best.” 

These opinions from an outstanding engin- 
eering authority, the unifieationists carefully 
avoid giving to the public.—Winnipeg Free Press.

The Allies in the Great 
War had to supplant many of the older chiefs 
and hand power to younger men. More likely it 
was French unreadiness that stayed Russia's 
hand, as it tempered British diplomacy. Or did 
Russia feel that it was better to wait and de- 
velop her strength for a war on her own borders, 
than hazard the invasion of Rumanian territory 
to meet the announced enemy on Czech soil? 

Soviet Russia knows now that at some not far 
distant date it must fight to hold the rich 
Ukraine. The arena is transferred from west 
to east. Had Chamberlain and Daladier an ink- 
ling when they entered into the Pact of Munich 
that they were’ sending Hitler to’ test his fate 
against the largest, the loyalest and possibly the 
best equipped army in the world? 

The map of Europe has undergone yearly 
revisions of late; it may undergo a restoration 
before many years are over. Military men who 
have travelled in Europe with their eyes open 
believe Hitler will be sending his armies to their 
doom when the day comes that he attempts to

Scanning the Oxford translations 
one notes how little human nature alters with 
time or distance. Though the beauty of technical 
construction is lost in translating, the thoughts 
in these little poetic gems might have been writ- 
ten yesterday. 

The poet Okura in the year 700 A.D. mourns 
the loss of his little son: 

Because he is young, 

And will not know the way to go, 

Would I could bribe 

The messenger of the Underworld, 

That on his shoulders he might carry him! 


Love seeming had as many sophistications 
and devices then as now. The poet Yakamochi 
in the eighth century wrote: 

By way of pretext 

I said “I will go

But it was really to see you.

Your Health

Whole wheat is a delicious satis- 
fying form of starch and in ad- 
dition is comparatively inexpen- 
sive. 

In order to encourage you to use 
more of this excellent food, I am 
going to give you some recipes 
which you may use. Here is the 
first one: 


BOILED WHOLE WHEAT 


Pick over the wheat grains by 
hand so as to remove any small 
pebbles or chaff. Wash thoroughly, 
cover with twice as much water as 
wheat and allow to soak for sever- 
al hours or overnight. In the morn- 
ing boil about twenty minutes, or 
until some of the grains burst 
open. It is then ready to serve. 

With the addition of a small 
amount of cream or canned milk, 
you will have a satisfying breakfast 
dish. Stewed fruits of the non-acid 
group, such es prunes or raisins, 
may be used at the same meal. 

For luncheon, use the same boil- 
ed wheat cereal just as you would 
use rice or spaghetti, as the main 
dish of the meal. Add non-starchy 
cooked vegetables such as carrots, 
celery or cabbage, and you will 
have a healthful and filling lunch- 
eon, 


CRACKED WHEAT CEREAL 


Either purchase the wheat in 
the ground form, or grind it your- 
self if you have a cereal grinder. 
You will find that when roughly 
ground it cooks more quickly than 
the whole wheat and has a slightly 
different taste. It may be boiled as 
you would boil ordinary porridge. 

If you want to vary the taste, 
brown the ground wheat by put- 
ting in the oven, or toast it over a 
direct fire in an open skillet. When 
using the skillet, use no weter or 
oil, and keep stirring. When the

| ded biscuits, I suggest that you 
break them open and re-toast them 
in the oven. You will then have a 
good substitute for toast, which 
you may use with butter, or by 
adding milk or cream, you will 
have a delicious breakfast dish. 

Whole wheat may also be used to 
advantage in the form of bread. I 
recommend using this entire wheat 
bread in the sandwiches you put in 
the lunch box. Add cheese and a 
leaf of lettuce, preparing cheese 
sandwiches; or use peanut butter 
and lettuce. Cheese makes an ex- 
cellent protein to use between the 
slices of real whole wheat bread. 
This is one of the exceptions to the 
rule of not combining protein and 
starch, 

When eating lunch at home, try 
using whole wheat bread, buttered, 
with a cooked vegetable such as 
celery and a raw vegeteble such as 
lettuce. The same type of lunch 
may be carried to work or school 
by placing the cooked vegetable in 
a thermos bottle. Heat the vege- 
table after breakfast, and pack in 
the lunch, being sure to wrap vege- 
tables in waxed paper so that 
they will be crisp at noon, Such 
raw vegetables as lettuce, celery 
and smell whole carrots may be 
used with benefit. 

Try using whole wheat in some 
of these ways and I am sure you 
will find it attractive and at the 
same time, nourishing:

deary! Never mind the 
nothings, Quit posing and get in 
there and belt that ball.” 
HE-MAN REACTIONS 

My reactions in other sports and 
at other times are essentially 
masculine. When I dub the third 
successive, golf shot, I know what 
to say as I wrap the club around 
a tree, thanks to a hitch in the 
Navy and a fine vocabulary picked 
up at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. I could curse fluently for 
three miles out of a four-mile crew 
race at Poughkeepsie when I was 
a kid, and often found it a relief.

price-sustaining tobacco combine 
by H. J. Wilson, K.C., crown coun- 
sel, before Magistrate A. I. Millar, 
K.C., at the court house Wednes- 
day afternoon, 

The jobbers on their part agreed 
to handle cigars on a seven per cent 
basis and to give support to manu- 
facturers supporting the agreement

REDUCE ACCOUNTS 

Efforts of the Southern Alberta 
Tobacco Jobbers’ Association dur- 
ing 1935 to have cigar manufacturers 
reduce their direct accounts in the | 
territory to 150 for each manufac- | 
turer was outlined in minutes sub- | 
mitted by Mr, Wilson.
